- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Applicants representative discussed the issue of 101, 1 12 and 103 rejection set forth in the last office action. It was 
that the Applicant's representative will amend the claims to clarify the nature of the invention. For clarification purposes, 
Holmes discloses the method for compressing data sequence having a plurality of records. In particular, Holmes 
discloses the claimed "communicating header information" as receiving a database query (see col.4, lines 6-8); 
"comparing a current item list containing a plurality of current items with a reference item list containing a plurality of 
references items" by determining whether the filed contains the tokens and comparing the data item in the current field 
with the data item in the corresponding field of a precedent record (see col. 3, lines 5-7); "determining a type of 
classification based on said comparing of the items of the list" (determining whether the contains the tokens, see col. 2, 
lines 63-65); and "using the determined type of classification to control the communication and compression of the 
information" ( based on the determination, replacing the token by the data item in the corresponding field of a 
precedent record, see col.2, lines 65-67 and col.4, lines 28-34, dealing with the compression of the information.
